AMONG THE REFUGEES. 

Thrilling Stories of an Officer on the llorderland, who Opened a Shelter and Ran 
a Sooinl on Behalf of the Refugees, 



Having been stationed in one of our 
border towns before and aricr war 
was declared, I thought a few lines 
on our work amongst the refugees 
would be acceptable and very interest- 
ing to our War Cry readers. 

The distress aud wretchedness I 
have had to witness was heart-rend- 
ing, and man}' a moruing I have stood 
on the station with a lump in my 
throat, and watched the masses of hu- 
man holugs crowded away in cattle 
and coal trucks ! Only lliosc who see 
these things cau understand . what 
they really mean. 

Before the war was declared men 
wove coming to me 

Every Day for Help, 

snyiug they had no money aud weiv 
hungry, aud had uowherc to go. 1 
'.euld net turn thorn oil to sleep oa thu 
veldt, hungry nud cold, so I used to 
take them lu aud give them n shake- 
down on the Uoor and something to 
eat. They are coining so fast that 
I felt I must du something to meet 
the need, so I opened a small Shelter ; 
aud not a moment too soon, for people 
were leaving the Transvaal ami Free 
State In hundreds every day— Trains 
were coming In at all times. 

Due night, when conducting my 
open-air meeting, a telegram was put 
Into iny hand from the station-master, 
with the words : 

"There are about 350 poor and des- 
titute pnsseugors with trie train due 
here at 0:30 to-ulght." 

What was to be done '! It was 7:3;' 
then, aud (ho night was cold. So I 
left the open-air with the soldiers and 
ran off, got two big kettles of coiTcc. 
nud all the bread and butter and cakes 
I could lay my hands on, and was up 
at the elation when the Ira in came lu. 
1 had made arrangements with several 
ladles and gentlemen of the town to 
i.iko some in ; but, alas ! they all 
Tent on to Knst London, where ac- 
commodation was ready for them. 

One nighl, when I was closing the 
barracks, after the night niecliug. to 
go home, a tall, well -dressed American 
came after me and told jne Ills .sad 
experience, lie had been In Johannes- 
burg Hospital wilh fevur, and was 
getting belter, when he had to clear 
out, Just taking a hand-bag wilh him, 
mid when he got to the stiuiou he 
could not take even that, for nil cattle- 
trucks and carriages were packed full, 
and uo room to move. The poor man, 
having (o stand two days and two 
nights, the 

Fatigue Brought, on a Rolnpte, 

and when he got to Quoon.slowu he 
had to be taken to hospital again. 
When he was better lie came mil 
without a pcuuy In his pocket, and 
nowhere to go. Such was his stale 
wheu I found him, weak through III- 
uess, hungry aud low-splrlted. I took 
1dm by the hand and said : 

"Come on, my brother ; you shall 
have food, aud a bed." 

A nd he was very grateful to sit 
down unci break his fast. 

1 don't want to lake up much space, 
but I could go on giving you dozens 
of eases whom It has been my privil- 
ege to help, who came to tnc with 
Just what they stood In. When the 
tiaiua were running from the ltnndt 
1 took up a big enn of coffee every 
morning and bread nud butler for 
those who were passing through. 

Didn't they clutch at it, too, wilh 
I heir cold hands, some or them having 
been In the train for two days and 
two nights with little to cnt, only what 
they brought with them, which many 
lost in the struggle to get into the 
I ruins. As eolToe was sixpence per 
cup at the stallon. poor people had not 
mneh of a chance. 

In one early morning train that 
came In. a mother sat next the door oT 
the carriage fast nsleep. Poor soul ! 



she was quite doue out, and when the 
door was opened the child in her

One woman was brought to me with 
nine children, and another with three, 
all wel and tired, u rain-storm having 
soaked them as they sat lu the open 
truck. All sorts aud conditions of 
people were coming to me every day. 
Two men nud a woman came in one 
afternoon, weary, and worn, and foot- 
sore, having -walked nil iiie way from 
Johannesburg. 

One Snturday afternoon, about three 
o'clock, u batch of about one hundred 
men, women, aud children, came In 
from the Invaded border with literally 
nothiug, having had to leave their 
homes nnd all they possessed. Sat- 
uruny was a very bad day to get pro- 
visions ; but I got a bag of meal aud 
gave each ouc enough to keep them 
going until Monday. It was quite a 
sight to see the poor people gather 
round, some with bags, nad tins, nud 
uprous, waiting for their supply. 

On one train 1 counted about une 
huudred natives, packed away in a 
coal-truck just like herrings, and many 
were the sad sights to be seen when 
British snbjeets were Hying from the 
Haudt. One woman In a truck lull of 
men gave birth to a child ; 

Chlldron Died with Cold, 
others were crushed to death 1 Three 
men were brought to the Shelter in a 
very advanced state of consumption ; 
one, who 'nine out to this eouutiy 
some 3-ears ago, was very 111, aud 
when we talked to him about his son! 
he said, "Don't talk to me about that!" 
1 left hliu to visit the military citmp, 
and when 1 came back ho had passed 
from lime luto eternity 1 

I could go on telling you of people 
whom we have helped, nud when I 
left Quecustown to go to the frout on 
Naval nnd Military work, we were 
supplying, ou au average, eighty beds, 
and six hundred meals per week, and. 
up to the time I left, I had found 
employment for forty men and wo- 
men in town aud country. Thus we 
have been kept busy duriug these dart; 
times in our luud.— John Audcrson, 
South Afrlcnn Field Force, the Camp. 
Slorkstroom. 



FROM CAFE TOWN. 

It Is computed thnt .here lu Cape 
Town over n hundred thousand light- 
ing men have eomo and gone during 
the last few mouths, the vast mnjorily 
Snto.xlcnlcd with the "glories" of war. 
and wilh Ptlle or no coucern about 
den Hi nnd things eternal. Salvation- 
ists out-aud-out nnd good Christina, 
men are to be found in the Imperial 
ranks 'tis true, but how few they are. 
nfler all, compared with the battal- 
ions of the ungodly ! We praise God 
for the victories up to now In every 
direction, and with fnitli and coulld- 
enee we advance to greater triumphs. 
The souls of thousands engaged in 
this Terrible wnr shall continue lo be 
our Jirst eouslderntiou. 

Hut the plctnre, ns wo see It dally. 
Ill and about Cape Town, would not 
be complete without a further refer- 
ence lo that ever-increasing section 
especially mentioned in last week's 
letter, namely, the wounded. As re 
glmetit after regiment departs " on 
the way up," the thought constantly 
oomoB uppermost as wc gnsse upon the 
scene. "How many or these will re- 
turn ?" They do return, scores of 
them after they have fallen in des- 
perate engagement at fnr-oft Natal, or 
at places only n feiv hundred miles 
distant tip the line. Aye, hundreds of 
them, first by ship, or train, and then 
by ambulance waggons, long lines of 
which nre to be seen almost dully, la 
I ho neighborhood of Wynberg and 



Itondehosch, driven slowly wilh their 
precious burdens, proceeding lo and 
from the railway stations nud the hos- 
pital camps. 

These are sorrowful sights, rendered 
the more pniuful as we peep inside 
aud cast our eyes upon the reclining 
and bandaged forms, and the upturned 
pallid couutennnccs nnd closed eyes, 
indicative of pnln nnd suffering. Not 
infrequently Ihese ainhulnuces pass us 
as we hold our open-air meetings at 
some old, familiar spot on the line of 
route, nnd we make good use of the 
picture in driving home the blessed 
truths of salvation lo the honrts of 
the driuk-sodden, sin-stained porlioas 
of the crowd standing round. And 
then, ns often as wc have the oppor- 
tunity, we visit the sick nnd suffering 
ones, aud speak to them words of 
consolation aud hope, and wc an; 
cheered aud encouraged with the re- 
sults of our labor of love nnd of duty. 

Tho Highland Brigade at the Modder Rivet*. 

Wc are still well in touch with the 
Highland Brigade at Modder Itivcr. 
Though wc have to mourn the loss of 
quite a number of precious comrades 
in this brigade in recent engagements, 
yet the Naval aud Military League is 
still strongly represented In Its ranks. 
Ensign Scolt accompanied the Hying 
columo, under General luacduuaiu, in 
the expedition to Kpodoosberg, aud 
we arc anxiously awaiting details. 

New converts continue to be captur- 
ed at Modder Itiver. Major Swain 
reports :

SWELL INDIAN WEDDING. 

Salvation Army Barracks Besieged 
for Seats. 

The ludiau weddiug ut the Salvation 
Army barracks yesterduy atternoon 
called out as muuy people us a fire 
would, uud a fire Is the easiest means 
of taking ihe census of the city. The 
hall was soon crowded and the doors 
Jammed shut. Still man aad women 
fought for entrance, and it seemed ai 
limes that the front of the building 
might he pushed in. 

The wedding itself was as orderly 
a ceremony ns was ever wituossseii, 
though not as somber as some, lor 
Adjt. McC.111 believes not in the long 
lace style of piety. The bride, MjSs 
Frances Kaushly, was robed iu while, 
with loug veil of lace attached lo ii 
wreath of orange blossoms, and 
blushed as prettily, but a trlUe deeper, 
us the pnle-face bride. Aud John 
Williams was every bit as abashed us 
ihe Boston man uuder similar clrciim- 
stauces. 

Commissioner Schlbi'cdc tied the 
knot, prefacing the ceremony by u 
few words llilil he hud been requested 
to say on the subject of marriage, ami 
lhese fow words were faithfully trans 
lated and repealed In the Indian 
tongue by Joseph Budouth, a convert 
uf the Army of several mouths* stand- 
ing. 

"Not ouly for myself, but for the 
white people generally," said Commis- 
sioner Sehlbrede, "1 desire to express 
the pleasure It gives me to see the 
Indians entering into the marriage 
contract I be same as the white people. 
Marriage is a civil contract ; it Is also 
one of the Institutions ordained or 
provided for by God ; and when we 
enter Into these relatloos we should 
do so with a clear understanding of 
the responsibilities that nttn.Mi to such 
an Important transactloo. 

"It is a sad fact all over this land 
that the mnrriage relntlou Is con- 
sidered too lightly. People enter into 
it without due consideration, ami 
seem willing to throw off the respon- 
sibilities so solemnly undertaken with- 
out much care, it is to he hoped Hun 
when the Indians enter Into this .i,,!- 
omn contract they will do so after 
huvlug carefully considered the mai- 
ler, nnd with a full determination 
to stand by the contract in all that it 
Implies." 

The orchestra then played the wed- 
ding march, after which Commlsslou- 
cr Sclilhrcde went through the simple 
form that made the two intelligent 
young Iadluns man and wife. After 
this several young Indiana, Including 
the newly-married, told their religious 
experiences, and there was a great 
denl of singing Interspersed with short 
prayers. It was, on the whole, a 
very interesting and cheerful weddlug.

IT Is, for area and numbers, by fnr 
the worst famine that India has 
ever seen, lit any rate since iIm.' 
IBrlitsh rule. \t a recent meet- 
ing of the Imperial Legislative 
Council, at Calcutta, presided 
over by the Viceroy, It was stilt- 
ed that there were JO millions of peo- 
ple In the distressed famine area, 21 
millions more In area where famine 
has already begun, or must begin be- 
fore the rains cnn be expected. This 
showy liow appalling is the distress at 
present, and how almost overwhelming 
is the outlook of the next six months. 

The British Government, and the 
various Native Governments of the 
affected areas are doing their very 
utmost to dual with Hie distress ; hut 
it can easily be seen how Impossible it 
Is for any Government to cope with 
It adequately, and they, therefore, in- 
vite and rely upou Missionary Ageucy 
and the charity of the public to co- 
operate In the mouths of trial before 
us. 

Already for some months the most 
distressing scenes have been witness- 
ed, and the prospect for their Increas- 
ing more and more Is u beurl-reudhig 
one. We long to do more to help these 
precious suffering people. 

We ale In the centre of the famine 
districts, and thousands of refugees 
Hock into Ahmcdnbad. Imping for 
either work or relief of some kind. 
Again and again, just in close proxim- 
ity to our own buildings have persons 
been found dead of famine. Oh. how 
pitiful to see them— men and women 
In the prime of life, little children by 
their parents' side. 

In the l'nncli Mahals, where Un- 
people are n simple, aboriginal race, 
called the Bbeels, tin distress is very 
great. A dear European officer, who 
lias only been In Indln about nine 
months, is laboring there heroically, 
with others. She Is not able to speak 
of what she dally witnesses, without 
tears. At first the si^ht of poor, dead 
bodies by the ro.'iil.slile was so shock- 
ing to her: but now. nine ! It is tin' 
common sight. She never goes inlo 
her villages without the spectacle of 
some poor creaturcH who have dropped 
liov,;; In death. 

A short time since she came across 
n whole family by the roadside. The 
father dead, a little dead child near, 
and still alive, the poor mother will) 
n little dead Infant in her arms. The 
dear Swedish girl, with her heart full 
of compassion, laid the poor woman's 
head on her shoulder, but Its sudden 
weight alarmed her, and looking down 
into her face, she found the poor wo- 
man had died in her embrace. 

A missionary, working in the same 
district, but In another town, reports 
that In one short morning walk, he 
saw live persons dend on the roadside, 
and the same day arranged for the 
burin! of eight. 

THE CHILDREN. 

It Is for the little children we feel 
most of all. The little children whose 
parents have died, or who, unable to 
witness their snlferlngs, have deserted 
them.

Mother and sister died of star- 
vation, as far as can be ascertained. 
The Inspector said If we flirt not re 
oeive him, they would soon And him 
dead of starvation and cold, or run 
over by a cart. 

Again, a District Officer reports only 
this week, that a poor woman with 
two children eame to him for relief. 



lie gave her food, but almost Immed- 
iately she expired, the two little child- 
ren left on his hands, he not knowing 
who the woman was, or whence she 
came. 

A constantly-Increasing number of 
such little ones is bctng, as It were, 
thrown on our hands, we feel sent to 
us by God Himself, aud we dare not, 
could not, turn one nway. We must 
care for them, even If It Is to share

THE ROMANS, 



CHAPTER HI, 

Upon the disappearance of Romulus, 
a Sabluc, named Mnmi, was elected 
as King, according to the agreement 
that a King was to he chosen in turn 
from each nation. Mnnn's government 
wns wise, and he lived at peace wllh 
Ids neighbors. He Is said to have 
lixed the calendar, and named the 
months of the year. He Insisted that 
a Komnn should keep bis word and 
had an altar built to Good Faith. He 
also did away with the former prac- 
tice of sacrificing men and women to 
I he gods. 

Mnna reigned Ki years nnd then wns 
burled in a stone cotHu. 

Tullus Hostlllus was his successor, 
a Roman by birth, und n great wnr- 
rior. He went to war with the Al- 
bans until It was agreed that the tow 
cilies should join, but a dispute arose 
as to which city should be the greater, 
and it wns decided to fight, it out. by 
combat. In each city were three 
brothers whose mothers were sisters. 
Until sets were nboul of the same nge 
and skilled in handling weapons. The 
Roman brothers, Horatius by family 
name, were pitted against the Albiui 
brothers, whose family was named 
Cuilatlus. They fought bravely in 
the plalu between the encamped 
armies, until two of the Hointii were 
killed and all three of the Ctirlntii 
were wounded. The last Horatius ran 
for a distance, pursued by his three 
cousins, who followed al different dis- 
tances, hindered by their varying 
wounds, lioratins then turned and 
slew each one of the Curlatll as they 
i-a me up to him. crying, as he stnick 
Ihc last of his cousins : "To the glory 
of Uome 1 sacrifice thee !" 

Seeing his cause defeated, the Albau 
Kingaskcil Tullus ivli.il hit; commands 
were. "Only to have the Albnu youth 
ready when I need them," was the 
ivplv. 

Tullus Hustiiius, though a victorious 
warrior In battle, was harsh and pre- 
suming, and when lightning struck 
him and his horse, it was taken ns a 
judgment of the gods. 

Aliens Marlins, the grandson of 
Mtina, was chosen King after Tullus 
fTostilius, and he ruled very much in 
the spirit of bis grandfather. He 
built the first bridge over the Tiber. 

In his time a Greek family had set- 
tled in Utruila. and there first Intro- 
duced writing. The Roman letters, ns 
used to day, are simplifications of the 
firpplj alnhahel. 

The. eldest sou ol This Greek jour- 
neyed with his wife. Tonaqull, and 
Ins sou, Turnulnins. to Rome, as ho 
had no chance to rise to honors In 
Ihriirln, being a foreigner. Tnrnrilnlus 
became a famous warrior, nnd upon 
the ueuiu of Aliens, was chosen King. 
He Introduced a purple robe nnd a 
golden crown as Insignia of the Soman 
KJngshfp. He erected also a elreus tor 
games, and placed stone benches and 
shop stalls round the forum, also re- 
placed the mud walls of the city by 
stone walls. 

A legend tells of a fair slave girl 
in his house who used to offer cakes to 
Tar, the household spirit. One day 
I,ar appeared unto her and the King's 
mother. Tonanuil, telling hot- that Lar 
wanted to marry her. The slave was 
solemnly arrayed as a bride, and from 
the marriage enme a son, called 
Servlns Tullus, Tarnuinins gave him 
his daughter In marriage, nnd upon 
Iiik murder by the two sons of Ancus 
Martins, who wanted to obtain the 
throne, Scrvins Tullus was made 
King.

But 
when he got there it was to look on 
her little dead face, with the peace of 
God written on Its pale features. 

This story eonios to its right down 
through the eenturleR. Hundreds nud 
hundreds of years have passed away 
slnee Faith lived and died ; yet her 
sforv lives still. 



Utile Prison was martyred in Rome 
about the snme time as Faith In Agen. 
Site was between nine and ten years 
old when she was torn away from 
her parents and token before the Em- 
peror. He thought it would be 
very eusv to persuade a olillcl. He 
ordered her to offer Incense to the 
Temple of Apollo, Tint she stondfasily 
refused. Blows and torments follow- 
ed ; but It was no use. Prison would 
not bow hefo:^ r.r.y go;! but »>ic uue 
God Then she was looked up In 
prison nil nlono. Still she held firm. 
She wits tnkeu to the big amphitheatre 
—that dreadful place where the Roman 
Christians wore given to the wild 
beasts— and given to a Hon to cat. 
But, in nnd behold ! the lion would 



not touch her ; he lay down nt her 
feet lilte a dog ! 

The Emperor was very angry Indeed, 
and he ordered her to be shut up fnr 
a long period iu the temple of the 
gods. But. though wenk and III, little 
Prisca held firm to her fnllh, and ftnnlly 
she was taken nnd beheaded at the 
Ostlan gate. 

Such things are not done nowadays, 
perhaps. Still, every Christian child 
has n dally war to wage— perhaps a 
dally martyrdom to endure. We know 
a shy, sensitive little girl, wlio Is 
laughed nnd jeered nt in school he- 
cause she refuses to "copy," and do 
certain other things thnt she dots not 
consider right and true. Another girl 
Bpent six companlonless mouths nt 
school because she would do what she 
knew was right. "That was a hard 
six months." she snld to me once. 
"Every day at recess I used to have 
to go and sit alone. Not one of those 
girls would come near me. It was 
fearfully hard for inc. for I was so 
fond or having people like me : still. I 
felt that for me to give iu meant giv- 
ing up .lesus." 

1 was quite sure thnt God, looking 
down from heaven on thnt solitnry 
little girl, thought just ns much of 
her offering of devotion and sacrifice 
ns He did of little Faith's or Prlscn's. 
Lives like theirs are handed down 
nnd remembered to remind Utile living 
Chrlstinu children that they 

" Wear the crown they wore of old ," 
and, ns the hymn goes on to say — 

" Oh, day by day each Christian child 
nns lunch to do without, within ; 
A death (y die for .Tesu's sake. 
A weary war to wage with sin."

Now, however, the attitude of the 
authorities has changed, nnd they In- 
creasingly look upon us, uot ns enem- 
ies of law and order, but as friends. 

Is the Salvation Army Socialistic 1 
The word is open to ninny Interpre- 
tations. To "the man on the street" 
to be Socialistic means something nkln 
lo being nn anarchist, revolutionist, 
nihilist, or something of the sort ; nud 
then we emphatically say— No. But 
If It menus, as we think it docs, thnt 
employers and employees have duties 
nnd responsibilities the one to the 
other, then certa inly— Yes.

RUTH. 

"I tell you, mother, It Is no use my 
worklng nwny here for nlmost nothing 
when I enn get more than double the 
wages in America," 

The speaker was a young falr-hnlred 
girl about 19 yenrs of ngc.

Although her mother felt the 
danger there wns In n si range country 
for n young girl, yet Ituth was deter- 
mined to go, so oIT she started, prom- 
ising her sorrowing mother that In a 
few yenrs she would return, linvlng 
made her fortune, and gladden the 
hearts of her parents. But, alas ! for 
her hopes.

Ruth landed safely nt 
Winnipeg, hut hnvlng no friends to 
welcome her, and nowhere to go, with 
very little money, she wandered about 
vainly seeking for a situation. Very 
soon she found that her bright dreams 
were fast fndlng nwny. nnd soon Ituth 
wns longing for home nnd mother. 
Just then Sntnn seizes his chance and 
someone appeared who promised her 
a home, money nnd pleasure. Tier 
youthful foot wore entrapped In the 
tolls of Satan's snnre.
